A good man has passed away in the 
death of Washingion Irving, whe nation 
has cause to mourn. i 
- Long years ago a young American ap- 
peared m England. Tattle was know of 
the Umted States, and less cared for it by 
the British public. Indeed, Ameticanism 
was alke-the source and the subject of 
satire. 5 

Washington Irving appeared on Eng- 
lish soil—he wrote on Enghisi lhfe—his 
simplicity and truthfulness, so touching 
were his sketches, that they stirred the 
British heart, and awoke in ita wiser and 
kinder feeling tothe Young Republi. 

The reputation thus won, gave to Wash- 
ington Irving a world-wide reputation 

Yet, above flattery, and seemingly un- 
conscious of fame, he continued his labors, 
now in the field of imagination, now in 
that of history, but however or wherever 
employed, always worlang for the ration- 
al improvement and advancement of his 
race. 

As much as, if not more than, any writ- 
erin his day, was Washington Irving 
characterized by geniality. He loved 
man for his great and good qualities. Ob- 
scured these might be, depraved, sunk in 
error and sm, yet his good heart went 
down to the source of all life, and sought 
ever to give it vigor and right direction. 

Children loved Washington Irving. 
Quiet and retired as he was, they clus- 
tered round his knee and delighted ın his 
presence. Scholars courted his society. 


‘He avoided show and notoriety, and yet 


the “famed” found in his presence a joy 
and an instruction alke dehghtful and 
“improving. Statesmen, too, sought him 
out. For there was a purity in his life~- 
a sunshine inand around ~him—which 
gave lovelinesSt» truth and vitality to

In the “ Territory of Kansas”? most ter- 
tainly not, therefore, we hold that the 
Legislative Assembly of Kansas has no 
right to extend laws of any nature—much 
less local acts or special charters—over 
any portion of the Indian [ands which 
were included within her territorial limits 
by the Organic Act, sumply for the don- 
venience of the general government, 
which specificially retains sole jurisdic- 
tion thereover, and as the first step to- 
ward the organization of a local Govern- 
ment at such subsequent time as circum- 
etances demanded the establishment of 
the same. Else why has the result of a 
contested seat in Congreéss-—in 1857—from 
the Territory of Nebraska turned upon 
certain votes cast by residents on the 
“ Half-Breed tract,” in Richardson and 
Nemaha counties in that Territory, and

I beg to submit to your many readers a 
short exathindtioi of -the principles on 
which it is supposed the Provisional Gov- 
ernment is predicated. I hold thata fair 
and candid examination of the subject is 
demanded under the circumstances as of 
the greatest importance” people, as 

ely to prevent their persistence in an 
error that can only have the most mis- 
chievous consequences hereafter. Asa 
citizen L wantsto see the -supremacy of 
the law established, and I believe that this 
sentiment will find an affirmative response 
in the breast of every well meaning man 
in the country. We should all unite in 
the support of the raw,- and regard as 
wholly secondary, the inquiry whether it 
coffers upon us thosé benefits*ind advan- 
tages we may desire. If the system that 
actually obtains over us, 1s defective, ıt 
provides of itself, the means of correction, 
and we, tlre people, should not hesitate to 
use them. But because the law is not ade- 
quate to our wishes, 1s surely no reason 
why we should repudiate and ignore it. 

The friends of the Provisional Govern- 
ment say that their course is justified by 
the popular doctrine, that the people are 
sovereigns, and that any exercise of pow- 
er from them must, therefore, be vahd, 
Absurd as this 1s, ıt does not lack for ad- 
vocates, and the friends of the Provisional 
Government insist upon it wth a warmth 
that might lead to doubts of their sincere- 
ty, were there a conceivable motive for 
self-interest in the case. That the people 
are sovereigns, means that they are so in 
legislative action. Outside of law, the 
people are as powerless to act as any of- 
ficial that may preside over them. The 
people, like'a governor or a judge, can 
only act officially, that 1s ım the way pre- 
scribed by law, and in this sense, they fill 
an office, with larger power to alter, cre 
-ate and destroy it ıs true, but yet, by aus 

thority confered on them by law. Were 
every man ın the State of Missouri, on a 
given day, to declare their Governor no 
longer authority over them, it would 
be of no effect, unless, such declaration 
was made in the way prescribed by law. 
And so did the whole people of this State 
see fit to declare a change in these laws, 
it would be of no effect, 1f such declaration 
were not according to iaw And so, the 
the whole people could not clear them- 
selves of their adopted system of law, ex- 
cept in aregular and lawful manner, 
without the extreme step of revolution 
Much more could not a minority of that 
people reject the laws provided over them, 
except in a way; if any, be approved by 
law. Assuming these ‘general proposi- 
tions to be indispensably correct, 1 will 
ask what law has authorized the election 
of members of the Provisional Legisla- 
ture, of a Provisional Governor, Judge, 
etc. If such election was then unknown 
to any law, it must therefore be void. It 
is said that the Provisional Government 
is justified on the ground of extreeme ne- 
cessity, as regards both the admimistra- 
tion of civil and criminal justice. and that 
the laws of Kansas are wholly madequate 
to our case; admitting that the neces- 
sity does exist, are we justified in reject- 
ing these laws? Are not laws made to 
provide for the wants and necessities of 
the people, is not this, their pecular of- 
fice? And yet, in the hour of particular 
need for their assistance, we are gravely 
discussing a proposstion for their rejec- 
tion. If we could, possible, throw of the 
laws of Kansas, (a thing we carnot do,) 
then, had we not better, for the present, 
call ın their aid to correct the evil that op- 
presses us, rather than encounter the mis- 
chiefs that invariaby attend, at first, up- 
on the assumption of any form of govern- 
ment. If we want a cily chater, or courts 
of justice, speedily established, our best 
~ policy certainly is to apply to the legisla- 
tive power of Kansas, by this cause a jù- 
dicious city government might be in full 
. operation by the first of next March. 

I wilt-notice the oft repeated assertion, 
that we are on Indian land, and that, there- 
fore, we cannot be subject to the laws of 
Kansas, with the remark that in no sense 
ean the exception made in the organic 
act, be construed as applying to white 
men, the reservations made are exclusive- 
ly ın favor of the Indian tribes, that now 
occupy the country by virtue of treaties 
with the United States. Subject to In- 
dian rights, the Territorial organization 
of Kansas 1s as perfect here as elsewhere. 
The paramounttitle is in the United States 
snd to organize ıt into a territory was ôn- 
ly a legitimate exercise of power. In 
such organization, special care was taken 
not to include the savage, for reasons ob- 

“vious, besides those of good faith, for what 
obedience could an untutored savage be 
expected to renderto a system of law, 
wholy foreign to his education and nature, 
and what prejudices would not a people 
of a territory experience from such polit- 
ical associates. Moreover, the organic 
act authorizes the organization of coun- 
ties throughout the territory when ever 
‘the wants of the people demand it; what 
injustice in our case might be inflicted, if 
the power were denied ? Were such the 
case, the people here would have no 
alternative but to revolt, they must violate 
Indian rights under the special care of the 
United. States, and worse still, must set 
up a government within the limits of one 
already organized, 1f they would have any 
atall. If we cannot avail ourselves of 


Kansas laws on Indian soil, much less.

You will rec- 
ollect that in my Jast I gave your readers 
some statistics of the mines of Blue river, 
and their locality in connection with, that 
stream, but in so doing, I said nothing of 
an important matter which ıs always of 
interest to the prospective mner. My 
reasons for silence upon those :mportant 
points, was, that at that time I had not 
investigated the matter sufficiently to al- 
low me to form a correct and reliable 
opinion. Since that time I have. inform. 
ed myself fully and accurately upon the 
subject, and am now prepared to give the 
results of my investigations, For the 
space of two months past I have been bur- 
veying rotites to the South Park and Blue 
river mines, and chaining the same, that 
I might, know the relative advantages of 
each route, first from Golden City to the 
Blue, by different routes, and then from 
other pomts at the foot of the mountains 
to the same destimation. 

A road has been found from Golden 
City, which must necessarily take all the 
travel from that point, as it saves some

But the sine qua non was not yet reach- 
ed The route above alluded to veered 
too much from a right line from Denver 
and Auraria to suit the traveller, who 1s 
always searching for a more diect route, 
and therefore investigations were made, 
which led to the discovery of a route mach 
nearer, more easy, and in many unpor- 
tant respects superior to any yet discover- 
ed. Tms road leaves the foot of the 
mountains within four miles of the mouth 
of the Platte canon, and runs on nearly 
an air-line course to a point upon the St 
Vrain, Golden City and Colorado road, 
twenty-two and a half mules fram Golden 
City, where .t makes a junction with that 
road 

Some of the important advantages of

ment, and, as will be seen, show an ad- 
vantage in favor of the Air Line road of 
sixteen and a hal? miles, which 13 a good 
day’s mountain travel with oxen. Beside 
this advantage, the grass, wood and water 
by this route are at hand wherever the 
emigrant or miner may wish to make his 
cap, while, by the other route mention- 
ed, wood and water are exceeding scarce 
after leaving Denver, until you are in the 
mountains. ` Again the grades on the 
Air Line road are incomparably easier 
than on any other, the heaviest grade be- 
ing five feet rise in the hundred horizon- 
tal, and even this does not continue fdr 
more than two hundred feet in one ascent, 
while on other roads it 13 necessary to

Green Russell, who is now known through- 
out this country—to most personally, to 
all by reputauon. He had large experi- 
ence, both in the minesof his native State, 
and 1n the golden hills and sparkling sands 
of Califormia.

AURARIA 
comes next in order. The company that 
lard it out was organized ın the last days 
of October, and consisted of one hundred 
mamkhars among wham woro tha mom- 
bers of the Georgia company. It was 
named after an unimportant m ning town 
in-Georgia. The name ıs very pretty, 
but, to a stranger, somewhat difficult “to 
speak, and not easily remembered. 

The site occupies the point of land be- 
tween the Platte river and Cherry Creek, 
for two miles above their junction. In 
general outline it resembles very nearly 
the letter “U,” the base, or opening, front- 
ing south-west, Cherry Creek forming the 
left or south-eastern side, and Platte river 
the right or north-western side, both 
sweeping around and forming a junction 
at at the Jower or north-eastern point. To 
show the somewhat enlarged ideas and 
expectations of the projectors, we quote 
the claim boundaries as recorded: ‘Be- 
ginning at a point in the middle of the 
main channel of the Platte river, opposite 
the mouth of Cherry Creel, thence up 
the middle of the mam channel of Cherry 
Creek two miles; thence north 60 degrees 
west to the middle of the main channe 
of the Platte river, thence down the same 
ta the place of beginning,” containing 
about twelve linndred acres, The “claim” 
to the land embraced ın said sight wes 
purchased—for what seems now a very 
small consideration—from John S, Smith. 
William McGaa—better known as Jack 
Jones—and N. Jannesse—a half,breed— 
all old Indian traders, who held it as 
“ranch” or farmclaims.

be provided’ to protect them from its (fa- 
bled) severity. As a consequence, all 
‘set about building rude houses—for~ the 
most part’of round logs, the cracks stop- 
ped with-mud, and the roof of earth.— 
There was ‘neither glass or nails, and 
many were the expedients resorted to for. 
keeping out cold, providier a means of 
ingress and egress, and to admit a few 
rays of light. About one hundred and 
twenty-five houses were put up during the 
winter; in thear style there was scarce a 
shade of dcifference—walls of round or 
hewed logs, about eight feet bigh, the 
cracks chinked with blocks and plastered 
with mud,a roof frame of rough poles 
or split timber, covered with dry grass, 
and that covered with about sıx inches of 
earth. They ivere very dark, very warm, 
and—in the latter part of the winter, and 
10 spring, when the snows melted and the 
rains fell_very wet; the ram usually 
continuing three days in-doors after the 
weather cleared up out-doors. 

MESSRS, BLAKE AND WILLIAMS, 
frorn Crescent City, Iowa, brought in a 
supply of goods and provisions on the 29th 
of October, 1858, and opened the first 
trading house ın the country.

R. L. WOOTTON 

arrived with hre family on tho 25th af 
December, 1858—the second white family 
in the country. Mr. W. came from New 
Mexico, where he had been m business 
for several years. He brought a large 
train of wagons, loaded with goods, and 
immediately commenced the erection of a 
store house on Feriy, near Fourth street 
He built of hewn pine logs, 20 by 32 feet 
in size, one and a half stores high, roof- 
ed with “clapboards,” or “shakes.” An 
upper floor was laid with boards sawed 
by hand, with a whip-saw—the first plank 
floor in the country. 


TNL CIvyY BAKERY 


was opened by E, Karczewsky, of Char- 
ton, Iowa, and Henry Reize, of Omaha, 
Nebraska, under the name of E. Kar- 
czewshy & Co , about the first of January, 
1859, in a log cabin about sixteen feet 
square, but they were soon compelled to 
enlarge their quarters, and erected a com- 
modtous establishment near the new store 
of R. L Wootton, on Ferry street. They 
built of logs, with frame front and shingle 
roof. 
THE FIRST SALOON 


was opened 1n the latter part of Decem- 
cer, 1858, by Messrs Reid & Hiffner, in 
one of the most respectable looking of the 
“old times” houses, on the corner of Third 
and Ferry streets. The building 1s now 
known as *‘Hote-de-Dunk.” 

THE FIRST WATCHMAKER'S SHOP 


was established in December, 1858, by 
J. D. Ramage, ina httle cabin on the 
corner of Ferry and Fifth streets. 


THOMAS POLLOCK 


arrived fiom New Mexico on the 26th 
of’ December; 1858. He set about the 
erection of a blacksmith shop, in which 
he began work about the 10th of January, 
1859. The old shop may stil be seen on 
Fourth, between Ferry and St. Louis 
streets, but it was long since abandoned 
for a more elegant structure mear by. ~

THE ELDORADO HOTEL, 


the first public house opened ın the coun- 
try, is a log bulding on St_Lows, between 
Fifth and Sixth streets.

Santa Fe—named after St. Francis, 
the patron or tutelary saint “Holy Faith ’ 
—the capital of New Mexcco, 1s the only 
town of great importance in the Teiri- 
tory. Like most towns in this section of 
country, 1t occupies the site of an ancient 
Pueblo or Indian village, whose race 
has been extinct for a great many years 
The latitude 1s 85 deg. 41 min N., and 
its longitude about 106 deg. W ; at an 
elevation above the ocean of 7,000 feet; 
the highest peak of thé snow-clad moun- 
tains lies ten miles to the northeast of the 
capital, and is about 5,000 feet above the 
town „Its situation is twelve miles east 
of the Rio del Norte (Rio Grande) at 
the western base of a snow-clad moun- 
tain, upon a beautiful stream of small 
mill-power size, which ripples down in 
icy cascades, and jons the river some 
twenty miles to the southwest. The 
population of the city itself but httle ex- 
ceeds seven or eight thousand, yet includ- 
mg several sursounding villages which 
are embraced in its corporate jurisdiction, 
it amounts to, perhaps, a few thousands 
more. The city is very irregularly laid 
out, and most of the streets are httle bet- 
ter than common highways, traversing 
scattered settlements which are inter: 
spersed with corn-fields nearly sufficient 
to supply the inhabitants with grain. The 
only attempt at anything hike arclutectural 
compactness or precision, consists in a few 
tiers of bu:ldings, whose fronts are shaded 
with a fringe of portales or corredores, of 
the rudest possible description. They 
stand around the plaza or public square’ 
and comprise the Palacio, or Governor's 
house, the old Custom House, the: Bar- 
racks—with which is connected the fear- 
ful Calabozo—the old Casa consistorial 
of the Alcaldes, the Capilla de los Sol- 
dados, or Military Chapél, besides several 
private residences, as well as the hotels 
and ‘‘éxchanges,” and most of the finest 
stores of the American merchants and 
traders. The’ population of New Mexico 
is rather éxélusively confined to towns 
and villages, the suburbs of which are 
generally farms. Now-a-days, most of 
the individual » anches and haciendas have 
grown into thriving villages—a result 
most ‘indispensible for protection against 
the occasional visits of the marauding 
savages of the surrounding motntains. _ 

The principal of ‘their settléments are 
located in the valley of the Rio del ‘Norte, 
extendiig from nearly one ‘hundred 
miles north, to about one hundred and 
fifty south of Santa Fe. The most im- 
portant of these, next to the capital, is 
El Valle de Taos (Tass Valley), sò called

By far the most important indigenous 
product of the soil of New Mexico is its 
pasturage Most of the high‘table ploins 
afford the finest grazing ın the world, 
while for want of water, they are utterly 
useless for most other purposes. That 
scanty moisture which suffices to bring 
forth the natural vegetation is insufficient 
for agricultural productions, without the 
aid ot irrigation. The high prairies of 
all Northern Mexico differ greatly from 
those of our lorder, in the general char- 
acter of their vegetation. They are re- 
markably destitute of the gay flowering 
plants for which the latter are so cele- 
brated, being mostly clothed with different 
species of a highly nutricious grass called 
giama, which is cf a very short and 
curly quality. The highlands, upon which 
alone this sort of grass is produced, being 
seldom verdant till after the rainy season 
sets in, the grama is only in perfection 
from August to October. But being 
rarely mipt by the frost unul the rains 
are over, it cures upon the ground and 
remains excellent hay, equal, 1f not supe- 
nor, to that which 18 cut and stacked from’ 
om own Western prairies. Although the' 
winters are rigorous, the feeding of stock 
is alnost entirely unknown in New 
Mexico; nevertheless, the extensive 
herds of the country, not only of cattle, 
and sheep, but of mules and horses, gen- 
erally maintain themselves in excellent 
condition upon the dry pasturage alone 
through the cold season, and until the 
rains start upon the grass again jn the 
following summer. 

Among the wild productions of New 
Mexico 1s the palmalla, a species of pal- 
metto, which might’ be- termed the soap- 
plant, whose roots, as well as those of 
another species known as palma, or palm, 
when bruised, form a saponacious pulp 
called amole, much used by the vahves 
for washing clothes, and 1s said to be even 
supetior to soap for scourmg woolens, 

There is but littl umber in New 
Mexico, except in the mountains, and 


and valleys are generally all open praire 
On the water-courses, even, there js httle 
timber to be found, generally, except 
cottonwood, scantily scattered along their 
banks 


The first growths, moreover, of all the 
northern sections of this Teriitory, pre- 
sent quite a hmted variety of umber, 
among which the common pitch-pine 
mostly predominates. The tree which 
appears to be the most pecular to the 
country 1s a kind of ‘scrub pine called 
pmon, which giows generally to the 
light of twenty-five or thirty feet, with 
leaves ever green and pine like, but 
scarcely an inch long. From the sur- 
face of; this tree exudes a -species of 
turpentine. ,.. The wood is white and fine; 
and much used for fuel.: The most re- 
markable appendage of this tree is the 
fruit it bears, which is also known by the 
same name. It 1s a little nut about the 
size of a kidney bean, with a rich only 
kernel m a thin’ shell,, enclosed in ‘a 
chestnut-like bur. It 13’ of a pleasant 
flayor and much eaten by the’ Mexicans, 
and Jarge quantities of 1t are annually ex- 
ported for the same purpose, and also for 
the manufacture of a certain kind of oil, 
said to be very good for Jamps. The 
mezquila tree—vulgarly called muskeet, 
in Texas—grows in the southern part: of 
this Territory., Its fruit encloses a glutin- 
ous substance, which the Apaches and 
other tribes grind into floar to make or 
flavor their favorite pimole, The mez- 
quite ‘seems undoubtedly of. the Acacia 
Arabica: species, as physicians who have 
examined the gum which exudes. from ‘it 
pronounce ıt genuine gum Arabic,

Eureka and Nevada districts, and in 
Russell's Gulch, meetings were held with 
the same manifestations. The districts 
above mentioned, together with Pleasant 
Valley, Central Ilhnois, and Mountain 
City, include all the moners about whom 
I have any knowledge or even pretend to 
write; hence all that grand flourish 
about Dutch Ranch, Snowy Range, Buck 
Eye Bar, Spanish Bar, and Jackson’s 
Diggings, was all buncomb, with which 
Mr. W. seems to be pretty well supplied. 

At the time I wrote, a committee of 
three responsible men were sent from 
this place to visit all the adjommg mines, 
to ascertain how the miners stood on the 
subject of the Government, who, after 
making a complete tour through the 
different precincts, in this vicmity, came 
back | and reported that they found all 
opposed to the Government, except this 
Mr. Wood, and the residents of Central 
Illinois, where the Legislature had estab- 
lished the County Seat of Mountain 
County, and where a large town was laid 
out in which they were interested. This 
new town 1s called “ Wood ”-ville, and 1s 
probably a special pet of J. M.; 1t having 
adopted his illustrious name. 

Mr. Wood 1s certainly mistaken about 
the people here not understanding the 
law in relation to taxation, for Dr. Stone, 
one of the members of the Legislature, 
explained that matter again and again, 
so there was no one who could err in his 
knowledge m relation to it. The fact 1s 
the people are opposed to being taxed in 
any manner or form, and never will pay 
one farthing for the support of the Pro- 
visjonal Government. 

No doubt Mr, Wood thinks the per 
diem very reasonable since he ıs one to 
receive the pay, any one in his circum- 
stances would be very likely to think so: 
it ıs an exceedingly natural feeling for 
those who are to receive the cash, but 
quite another thing with those who have 
it to pay., The gentlemen who were 
candidates for offices, and who came here 
to electioneer previous to the election 
organizing this Government, promised 
that there should be no taxation, they 
sad that those who took the offices were 
to work for nothing and bear their own 
expences; therefore the miners concluded 
if there was any one who had such a 
thirst fer office as to do this, they might 
do it, they had no objections—there was 
no réom for objection. Under these cir- 
cumstances they- had a perfect right to 
meet together and make all the laws they

There had, for a long time, been large 
and very enthusiastic meetungs held at 
this place at which there were usually 
from 200 to 300 miners present, all of 
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Steele said, namely. ‘if we did not ‘hke 
the laws when they were made, we need 
not obey them,” and so we certainly shall 
not. Any one can have a good time, and 
honor teo, if they are willing to’ pay for 
it, but when they attempt to get the pay 
from others who are unconcerned, -there 
1s always trouble. So it was with these 
office holders; no one had any objection 
to the gentlemen getting all the honor by 
their offices that they could, but when 
they came to vote themselves, and all the 
other officers, larger wages, yes, double 
and treble the amount the same officers 
get in any of the States, and then tax the 
hard working people to pay it, they made 
a fatal mistake; when they thought they 
could have a good time during the winter 
and then wring the pay out of the hard 
hand of industry, out of men’ that never 
wanted any Provisional Government, they 
committed a most egregious blunder. 

There was an election held here on 
the 3d inst., which tested, thoroughly, the 
feeling of the mmers, It drew out very 
nearly the entire vote. The question was 
“for” or “ agamst” County orgamzation, 
those who voted for ıt were in favor of 
the Government, those against ıt were 
opposed to the Government. For 21t, all 
that could be mustered were 95 votes, 
and nearly all of those lve ın and around 
« Wood ”-ville, or are working on the 
ditch which is under the Immediate 
supervision of J. M. Wood. The num- 
ber of votes against it were 395, which 
proves my assertion—that the opposition 
Is unanimous—to be correct. 

Such are the facts that J. M. Wood 
sought to correct, and here let the matter 
rest I consider the mining mtelligence 
of this section, of vastly more importance 
than wrangling about the Provisional 
Government that never did amount to 
anything, and certainly never can.

In Russell’s Gulch they are ialing out 
from four to ten dollars per day, ın Wil- 
hs Gulch, about the same. But of all the 
gulch mining, Mr. Peter Murray, in the 
Nevada Gulch, is doing the best. He has 
kept up washing all winter, with the ex- 
ception of three or four of the coldest 
days. I called to see him yesterday, and 
was actually surprised at the amount of 
gold he 1s now talang out, mght in mid- 
winter. Since the last of October he has 
taken out upwards of twenty-four hundred 
dollars with one rocker. He 1s now using 
two rockers, and averages from each: up- 
wards of twenty dollars per day, not be- 
ing able to use them over three hours each 
day. He showed me about a pint of nug- 
gets that he had saved this winter, vary- 
ing in value from twenty cents to twenty 
dollars each, which I confess had rather 
an attractive appearance. Considering 
that it is winter, Mr. Murry is doing ex- 
ceeding well--such success as his perse- 
verance richly deserves 

The more the miners become acquaint- 
ed with these leads, the more confidence 
they have in them—the more they esti 
mate their extent and richness. 

The Grinnell lead is now opened to a 
greater depth than any other :n the moun- 
tains, which is seventy-five feet, and as a 
consequence, exceeds any other lead in 
richness A cord of the iron pyrites 
which they got at that depth, yields be- 
tween five and six hundred dollars, and 
weighs somewhere near eight tons. This 
iron, which 1s so rich, looks almost pre- 
cisely like the emders around blacksmith 
shops They have estimated, from actual 
tests, that one foot in length, taken to the 
depth of seventy feet, on this lead, 1s 
worth four hundred dollars, which brings 
the value of a claim of one hundred -feet 
in length, to the comfortable sum of forty 
thousand dollars, and now they begin to 
feel as though they had just begun to get 
into the lead, The yield of gold has ın- 
creased nearly one hundred dollars to the 
cord, or twenty per cent, in the last ten 
feet descended, the crevice 1s more reg- 
ular, and the dirt, or tron, more easily 
picked up 

This 1s a very slight illustration of what 
the leads ın these mountains are, and waat 
they will be when properly worked. One 
hundred and fifty feet ıs no very great 
depth for a mine to be worked, and yet 
one single claim on this lead, worked to 
that depth, will yreld one hundred thous- 
and dollars. This Grinnell lead is by no 
means the best discovered here, there are 
scores of others just as good, if not better 
It has been more thoroughly worked than 
any others, and more ıs known about it 
From these developments, who can esti- 
mate the future of these leads, that per- 
meate the mountains like veins and arte- 
nes of the human system? and they will 
last to remunerate the industrious miner 
long after those who discovered them have 
ceased to hunt gold forever. 

A beautiful specimen of quartz was 
taken from the Fisk lead, a few days 
since, by Mr. Garnett. It contained about 
one hundred and fifty cubic inches, and 
was completely interwoven with wire gold. 
On one side the gold projected from the 
surface, :n the most beactiful cols and 
tracery that the eye ever gazed upon — 
This 1s a very rich lead, the crevice four 
feet wide, the quartz paymg from one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred dollars 
per cord—the dirt, fromagne to four dol- 
lars to the pan. Claims on this and the 
unnell lead are held and selling from 
e thousand to ten thousand dollars. 

We have been rather unexpectedly, 
and yet very agreeably, favored the past 
week with entertainments by both the Ci- 
bolas and the theatrical troupe, from your 
cty. The Cibolas gave three concerts, 
and drew respectable houses, and although 
their performances were good, and highly 
amusing, their sombre hue did not séem 
to create the attraction for the miners that 
did the presence of ladies on the stage, 
The theatrical troupe have held forth three 
mghts, and have drawn full houses.
